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Candidate withdraws too late in only race with a challenger 


Dem misses deadline, Highland out t $33K

Voting booths will be set up all 
over Highland on May 7 for the 
municipal primary, even though 
only one candidate appears to 
face a challenge. 

William Frantal is challenging 
Council President Steve Wagner, 
D-4th, at least on paper. Frantal 
registered as a candidate Feb. 8, 
the last day candidates could sign 
up, County Election Board Direc- 
tor Michelle Fajman said. Candi- 
dates were then given until Feb. 11 


to withdraw their candidacies. 

It wasn’t, however, until after 
the Election Board held its meet- 
ing for candidates’ applications to 
be challenged that Frantal con- 
tacted the Fajman to withdraw, 
Fajman said. That meeting was at 
the end of February. 

His request to withdraw was 
denied, Fajman said. 

Since then, Frantal hasn’t ac- 
tively campaigned, leaving Wag- 
ner essentially unchallenged. But 
that doesn’t change the fact that 
Highland candidates are at-large 
candidates, even though they 











represent “wards,” Fajman said. 

As such, all polling places will 
be up and running across town, 
and it’ll cost Highland $33,000 to 
do so, Democratic Party Chair- 
woman Marsha Novak said. Had 
Frantal withdrawn when he still 
could, the town could’ve opted 
not holda primary, as the Town of 
Griffith and other communities 
did this year. 

Frantal didn’t respond to a 
request for comment. 

Wagener has since participated

House passes bill allowing Gary casino move 


Area legislators speak out against measure

A bill that would allow Gary’s 
Majestic Star casino to move 
from its port on Lake Michigan’s 
shoreline passed the Indiana 
House Monday despite objec- 
tions from area lawmakers that it 
would harm Hammond and East 
Chicago. 


The Indiana House of Repre- 
sentatives passed a gaming bill 
that would allow the Majestic 
Star to move to a land-based 
location if Spectacle Entertain- 
ment, the owner of the casinos, 
pays the state $50 million. The 
House voted 78-15 to pass the 
bill. 

“I don’t think it’s fair to 
change the rules in the middle of

the game,” said Rep. Mara Can- 
delaria Reardon, D-Munster. 
Candelaria Reardon, whose 


district includes part of Ham- 
mond, said other Region casinos 
have invested in their facilities to 
bring in visitors and she thinks

“That hasn’t happened in 
Gary,” Candelaria Reardon said. 

Should the Majestic Star

Investigation 
continues into 
cause of blaze

Deborah Patterson was asleep 
in the basement of a home in the 
3800 block Victoria Drive in Val- 
paraiso on Monday when she 
woke up to the sound of someone 
upstairs yelling, “Is anyone 
home?” 

She went up the stairs and 
opened the door from the base- 
ment to find smoke everywhere. 
She grabbed her purse and phone 
and ran outside, unable to locate 
two cats that lived at the home. 
Officials wouldn’t let her back 
inside. 

Patterson, who temporarily was 
staying with the homeowner, said 
aneighbor taking his kids to school 
early saw the house was on fire. 

“He literally kicked in the front 
door and saved my life” Patterson 
said. “If it wasn’t for him, who 
knows what would have hap- 
pened.” 

Fire officials said a man was 
found on the floor of an upstairs 
bedroom on the north side of the 
home, unconscious and not 
breathing. He was transported to 
Porter Regional Hospital in critical 
condition. Officials have not re- 
leased his name or age. 

Two Valparaiso police officers 
who arrived on the scene before 
the fire crews were injured while 
helping Patterson leave the home, 
according to Robert Schulte, the 
department’s public information 
officer. They were treated for their 
injures and released from Porter 
Regional Hospital. 

The Valparaiso Fire Depart- 
ment was dispatched to the fire 
around 6:14 a.m. Monday, Schulte 
said. 

Firefighters reported that no 
smoke alarms were heard at the 
time of arrival or during fire 
operations, Schulte said. Schulte 
said one smoke detector was found 
on the lower level of the residence 
and it didn’t have batteries. 

A preliminary investigation by 
the Valparaiso Fire Department 
Investigations Bureau and the 
State Fire Marshal’s Office re-

Gary man dies after car hits exit sign

A Gary man died early 
Monday after a car hit an 
exit sign and a light pole 
collapsed on Interstate 80/ 
94 near Gary, police said. 

A 2011 Buick was head- 


ing east around 3:35 a.m. 
Monday on Interstate 80/ 
94 just east of Cline Avenue 
when it went off the road- 
way “for unknown rea- 
sons,” state police spokes- 
woman Sgt. Ann Wojas said 
in a release. 


The Buick struck a 
sound barrier wall for 
roughly 100 yards before 
hitting the Burr Street exit 
sign, according to Wojas. 

“This caused the front 
wheels of the car to come 
off and hit a light pole, 


which then collapsed on 
top of the exit sign,” Wojas 
said. 

Debris was thrown onto 
the I-80/94 roadway where 
another vehicle struck the 
debris, according to the 
release. 


“The driver of the Buick 
was pinned inside the car 
and had to be extricated,” 
Wojas said. “The driver’s 
injuries were too severe 
and they were pronounced 
dead at the scene by a 
deputy coroner with Lake 


County.” 

Police identified the 
driver as Robert Horton 
III, 38, of Gary. 

“Speed was a factor in 
this crash, and alcohol may 
be a factor, pending toxicol- 
ogy results,” Wojas said.

Police increase

Valparaiso police and 
schools are investigating a 
reported threat involving 
two Benjamin Franklin

Officials from the Val-

The threat was discov- 
ered by the teen’s parents, 
who reported it to police, 


police said in a release, 
adding the threat has not 
been substantiated but po- 
lice continue to investi- 
gate. 

“The threat was isolated 
to a specific student and 
there is no threat commu- 
nicated against a specific 
school or school system,” 
police said. 

Police notified school 
officials and began an in- 
vestigation, during which 


officials learned the stu- 
dent did not have direct 
access to weapons, police 
said,. 

“The student will not be 
attending school until fur- 
ther notice” school offi- 
cials said in a release. 

Officials said they were 
confident, along with po- 
lice, that schools were safe 
for normal operations.

Indiana opposes 
injunction bid 
for proposed 
abortion clinic 


SOUTH BEND — Indi- 
ana is asking a federal judge 
to rule against a Texas- 
based nonprofit that wants 
to open a South Bend 
abortion clinic. 

The group is asking a 
judge to block Indiana’s 
licensing rules so that it can 
open a clinic to perform 
medication-induced abor- 
tions. Whole Woman’s 
Health Alliance first ap- 
plied for a license in Octo- 
ber 2017. 

Indiana’s attorney gen- 
eral’s office filed docu- 
ments Monday asking the 
judge to reject the group’s 
bid for a preliminary in- 
junction. The filing says 
Indiana’s “interests in en- 
forcement outweigh the 
harms Whole Woman’s 
Health might suffer pend- 
ing a final decision on the 
merits.” 

An Indiana administra- 
tive panel rejected the non- 
profit’s request to open a 
South Bend clinic last year, 
saying its application lack- 
ed necessary information. 
The group reapplied for a 
license in January.

Many other specimens 
hailing from 85 countries 
joined the collection over 
the decades.

Family, volunteers 
look for missing 
Illinois woman

Adela Perez sat in her 
daughter’s fiance’s SUV 
along the desolate Gary 
road, nervously checking 
her phone and waiting for 
her oldest daughter to come 
back with any kind of news. 

The mother of Jessica 
Flores said she gets maybe 


two hours of sleep a night if 


she’s lucky. Between griev- 
ing for her youngest son, 
Angel Pagan Jr, who was 
killed in November; losing 
several young relatives in an 
August fire that killed 10 
children in Chicago and 
undergoing cancer treat- 
ment through the end of last 
year, Perez, of Joliet, II, 
desperately was hoping for a 
better 2019, she said. 


Perez was with a group of 


24 people who searched the 
marshes Saturday along 
Clark Road and 29th Avenue 
for any clue of the where- 
abouts of her youngest 
daughter, Jessica Flores, 36. 


Drew Carter III, 41, of 


Gary, was charged last 
month with murder, kid- 


napping and two counts of 


criminal confinement, in 
Flores’ disappearance. He 
appeared in Lake Superior 
Court for a formal appear- 
ance, and a judge entered 
pleas of not guilty for Carter. 
He is scheduled to appear in 
court again May 6. 

The Gary Police Depart- 
ment, at the request of the 
family, helped them organ- 
ize a search. Flores has been 
missing since Feb, 24. 

Perez’s continued recov- 
ery leaves her physically 
weak most days, so she 
couldn’t join her oldest 
daughter, Mady Perez, and 
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the other volunteers out in 
the marsh. But her faith 
remains strong that her 
youngest daughter — the 
one who relied on her the 
most — will be found, one 
way or another. 

“My body’s so heavy,” 
Perez said. “I want to be out 
here supporting (Mady). 
She’s the whole strength of 
our family right now.” 

Adela Perez knows 
there’s a chance Flores’ body 
will be found, though she 
remains unconvinced that 
Flores died the night she 
disappeared. 

“T don’t feel what I felt 
when my son died. When he

Rep. Allan Morrison, 
R-Brazil, argued Monday 
that limiting sports bet- 
ting to casinos will mean a 
big loss in tax revenue.

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Fire at Notre Dame Cathedral 


Spire collapses, 
but Paris’ iconic 
structure is saved

PARIS — A massive fire 
engulfed the upper reaches 
of Paris’ soaring Notre 
Dame Cathedral as it was 
undergoing renovations 
Monday, threatening one of 
the greatest architectural 
treasures of the Western 
world as tourists and Pari- 
sians looked on aghast from 
the streets below. 

The blaze collapsed the 
cathedral’s spire and spread 
to one of its landmark rect- 
angular towers, but Paris 
fire chief Jean-Claude Gal- 
let said the church’s struc- 
ture had been saved after 
firefighters managed to stop 
the fire spreading to the 
northern belfry. The 12th- 
century cathedral is home 
to incalculable works of art 
and is one of the world’s 
most famous tourist attrac- 
tions, immortalized by Vic- 
tor Hugo’s 1831 novel “The 
Hunchback of Notre 
Dame.” 

The exact cause was not 
known, but French media 
quoted the Paris fire brigade 
as saying the fire is “poten- 
tially linked” to a $6.8 mil- 
lion renovation project on 
the church’s spire and its 
250 tons of lead. The Paris 
prosecutors’ office ruled out 
arson and possible terror- 
related motives, and said it 
was treating it as an acci- 
dent. 

As the spire fell, the sky 
lit up orange and flames 
shot out of the roof behind 
the nave of the cathedral, 
among the most visited 
landmarks in the world.

up on bridges around the 
island that houses the 
church, watching in shock 
as acrid smoke rose in 
plumes. Speaking alongside 
junior Interior minister 
Laurent Nunez late Mon- 
day, Gallet said “two thirds 
of the roofing has been 
ravaged,” and that firefight- 
ers would keep working 
overnight to cool down the 
building. 

Late Monday, signs 
pointed to the fire nearing 
an end as lights could be 
seen through the windows 
moving around the front of 
the cathedral, apparently 
investigators inspecting the 
scene. Remarkably, only one 
of the about 400 firefighters 
who battled the blaze was 
injured, officials said. 

The fire came less than a 


week before Easter amid 
Holy Week commemora- 
tions. As the cathedral 
burned, Parisians gathered 
to pray and sing hymns 
outside the church of Saint 
Julien Les Pauvres across 
the river from Notre Dame 
while the flames lit the sky 
behind them. Paris Arch- 
bishop Michel Aupetit in- 
vited priests across France 
to ring church bells in a call 
for prayers. 

French President Em- 
manuel Macron was treat- 
ing the fire as a national 
emergency, rushing to the 
scene and straight into 
meetings at the Paris police 
headquarters nearby. He 
pledged to rebuild the 
church and said he would 
seek international help to 
do so. 


“The worse has been 
avoided although the battle 
is not yet totally won,” the 
president said, adding that 
he would launch a national 
funding campaign Tuesday 
and call on the world’s 
“greatest talents” to help 
rebuild the monument. 

Built in the 12th and 13th 
centuries, Notre Dame is 
the most famous of the 
Gothic cathedrals of the 
Middle Ages as well as one 
of the most beloved struc- 
tures in the world. Situated 
on the Ile de la Cite, an 
island in the Seine river, its 
architecture is famous for, 
among other things, its gar- 
goyles and its iconic flying 
buttresses. 

Among the most cele- 
brated artworks inside are 
its three stained-glass rose 


windows, placed high up on 
the west, north and south 
faces of the cathedral. Its 
priceless treasures also in- 
clude a Catholic relic, the 
crown of thorns, which is 
only occasionally displayed, 
including on Fridays during 
Lent. 

French historian Camille 
Pascal told BFM broadcast 
channel the blaze marked 
“the destruction of invalu- 
able heritage.” 

“Tt’s been 800 years that 
the Cathedral watches over 
Paris”, Pascal said. “Happy 
and unfortunate events for 
centuries have been marked 
by the bells of Notre Dame.” 

He added: “We can be 
only horrified by what we 
see.” 

Paris Mayor Anne Hi- 
dalgo said via Twitter that 


Paris firefighters were still 
trying to limit the fire and 
urged Paris citizens to re- 
spect the security perimeter 
around the cathedral. 

Hidalgo said Paris au- 
thorities are in touch with 
the Paris diocese. 

Reactions from around 
the world came swiftly in- 
cluding from the Vatican, 
which released a statement 
expressing shock and sad- 
ness for the “terrible fire 
that has devastated the Ca- 
thedral of Notre Dame, 
symbol of Christianity in 
France and in the world.” 

In Washington, Presi- 
dent Donald Trump 
tweeted: “So horrible to 
watch the massive fire at 
Notre Dame Cathedral in 
Paris” and suggested first 
responders use “flying wa- 
ter tankers” to put it out. 

France’s Civil Security 
agency said that wasn’t fea- 
sible. 

“All means are being 
used, except for water- 
bombing aircrafts which, if 
used, could lead to the 
collapse of the entire struc- 
ture of the cathedral,” the 
agency tweeted. 

Former President Barack 
Obama posted an old photo 
of himself, his wife and their 
two daughters lighting can- 
dles in the cathedral. 

“Notre Dame is one of the 
world’s great treasures, and 
we're thinking of the people 
of France in your time of 
grief” Obama said on Twit- 
ter 

Cardinal Timothy Dolan, 
the archbishop of New 
York, said he was praying 
“to ask the intercession of 
Notre Dame, our Lady, for 
the Cathedral at the heart of 
Paris, and of civilization, 
now in flames! God pre- 
serve this splendid house of 
prayer, and protect those 
battling the blaze.” 





Trump ramps up 
Mueller report attack

WASHINGTON — As 
Washington counts down 
the final hours until publi- 
cation of the redacted spe- 
cial counsel report — now 
expected Thursday — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump 
stepped up his attacks Mon- 
day in an effort to under- 
mine potential disclosures 
on Russia, his 2016 cam- 
paign and the aftermath. 

He unleashed a series of 
tweets focusing on the pre- 
viously released summary 
of special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s conclusions — in- 
cluding a crucial one on 
obstruction of justice that 
Trump again misrepre- 
sented — produced by At- 
torney General William 
Barr. 

“Mueller, and the AG. 
based on Mueller findings 
(and great intelligence), 
have already ruled No Col- 
lusion, No Obstruction,’ 
Trump tweeted. “These 
were crimes committed by 
Crooked Hillary, the DNC, 
Dirty Cops and others! IN- 
VESTIGATE THE INVES- 
TIGATORS!” 

Press Secretary Sarah 
Sanders repeatedly tried to 
make the same case on TV 


talk shows on Sunday. But 
the political battle is far 
from finished over the spe- 
cial counsel’s investigation 
of Russian efforts to help 
Trump in 2016 and whether 
there was cooperation with 
his campaign. 

Democrats are calling for 
Mueller himself to testify 
before Congress and have 
expressed concern that 
Barr will order unnecessary 
censoring of the report to 
protect the president. The 
House Judiciary Commit- 
tee, led by Rep. Jerry Nadler 
of New York, is poised to try 
to compel Barr to turn over 
an unredacted copy as well 
as the report’s underlying 
investigative files. 

The Justice Department 
announced Monday that it 
expects to release the re- 
dacted version Thursday 
morning, sending the find- 
ings of the nearly two-year 
probe to Congress and mak- 
ing them available to the 
public. 

Mueller officially con- 
cluded his investigation late 
last month and submitted 
the confidential report to 
Barr. Two days later, the 
attorney general sent Con- 
gress a four-page letter that 
detailed Mueller’s “princi- 
pal conclusions.” 

In his letter, Barr said the 


special counsel did not find 
a criminal conspiracy be- 
tween Russia and Trump 
associates during the cam- 
paign. However, contrary to 
Trump’s false claim, 
Mueller did not reach a 
conclusion on whether 
Trump obstructed justice. 
Instead, Mueller presented 
evidence on both sides of 
that question. Barr said he 
did not believe the evidence 
was sufficient to prove that 
Trump had obstructed jus- 
tice, but he noted that 
Mueller’s team did not ex- 
onerate the president. 

Portions of the report 
being released by the Jus- 
tice Department will be 
redacted to protect grand 
jury material, sensitive in- 
telligence, matters that 
could affect ongoing inves- 
tigations and damage to the 
privacy rights of third 
parties, the attorney general 
has said. 

The scores of outstand- 
ing questions about the in- 
vestigation have not 
stopped the president and 
his allies from declaring 
victory. 

They have painted House 
Democrats’ investigations 
as partisan overreach and 
have targeted news outlets 
and individual reporters 
they say have promoted the 
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President Donald Trump and his allies continue to attack 
the origins of Robert Mueller’s investigation, 


collusion story. The presi- 
dent himself seethed at a 
political rally that the whole 
thing was an attempt “to 
tear up the fabric of our 
great democracy.” 

He has told confidants in 
recent days that he was 
certain the full report would 
back up his claims of vindi- 
cation but was also con- 
vinced the media would 
manipulate the findings in 
an effort to damage him, 
according to two Republi- 
cans close to the White 
House not authorized to 


speak publicly about private 
conversations. 

While the president un- 
leashed his personal griev- 
ances, his team seized on 
any exculpatory informa- 
tion in Barr’s letter, hoping 
to define the conversation 
in advance, according to 
White House officials and 
outside advisers who spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because they were not au- 
thorized to publicly discuss 
private deliberations. The 
victory lap was deliberately 
premature, they said. 


In trademark case, justices treat label like a 4-letter word

WASHINGTON — None 
of the Supreme Court’s jus- 
tices wanted to say the 
four-letter word. 

The high court was dis- 
cussing a trademark case 
Monday involving a Los 
Angeles-based fashion 
brand “FUCT”” 

But the justices did some 
verbal gymnastics to get 
through about an hour of 
arguments without saying 
the brand’s name. 

Chief Justice John Rob- 


erts described it as the 
“vulgar word at the heart of 
the case” Justice Samuel 
Alito called it “the word 
your client wants to use.” 
And Justice Stephen Breyer 
called it “the word at issue.” 

The case has to do witha 
portion of federal law that 
says officials should not 
register trademarks that are 
“scandalous” or “immoral.” 
Officials have refused to 
register the brand’s name as 
aresult. 

But the artist behind the 
brand, Erik Brunetti, argues 
that portion of law should 


be struck down as an un- 
constitutional restriction on 
speech. 

The government is de- 
fending the century-old 
provision, arguing it en- 
courages trademarks that 
are appropriate for all audi- 
ences. 

Lawyer Malcolm Stew- 
art, who was arguing for the 
Trump administration, said 
the law is not a restriction 
on speech but rather the 
government declining to 
promote certain speech. 

Stewart, for his part, also 
went to great lengths not to 


say the name of the brand, 
calling it “the equivalent of 
the profane past participle 
form of a well-known word 
of profanity and perhaps 
the paradigmatic word of 
profanity in our language.” 

Brunetti’s lawyer, John R. 
Sommer, got the closest to 
saying the brand’s name, 
noting his client’s brand 
“isn’t exactly” a “dirty” 
word. 

“Oh, come on. You know, 
come on,’ responded Alito, 
adding: “Be serious..” 

It wasn’t clear from argu- 
ments how the case might 


ultimately come out, but 
Brunetti would seem to 
have a strong case. 

Two years ago, the jus- 
tices unanimously invali- 
dated a related provision of 
federal law that told offi- 
cials not to register dispar- 
aging trademarks. 

During Monday’s argu- 
ment, some of the justices 
seemed troubled by what 
they suggested are inconsis- 
tent decisions by the United 
States Patent and Trade- 
mark Office about what gets 
tagged as scandalous or 
immoral. 


But Trump’s inner circle 
knows there will likely be 
further releases of embar- 
rassing or politically dam- 
aging information. Barr’s 
letter, for instance, hinted 
that there would be at least 
one unknown action by the 
president that Mueller ex- 
amined as a possible act of 
obstruction. A number of 
White House aides have 
privately said they are eager 
for all Russia stories, good 
or bad, to fade from the 
headlines. 

Trump and his allies also 
continue to attack the ori- 
gins of the Russia investiga- 
tion, portraying it as an 
effort by Democrats and 
career officials in the Jus- 
tice Department to bring 
him down. 

“The Mueller Report, 
which was written by 18 
Angry Democrats who also 
happen to be Trump Haters 
(and Clinton Supporters), 
should have focused on the 
people who SPIED on my 
2016 Campaign, and others 
who fabricated the whole 
Russia Hoax. That is, never 
forget, the crime” Trump 
tweeted Monday. 

His long-asserted accu-

The Trump administration 
has manufactured and exacer- 
bated an immigration “crisis” 
to further the president’s most 
consistent goal: to Make 
America White Again. 

Tens of thousands of Central 
American asylum-seekers, even 
hundreds of thousands, do not 
constitute a serious crisis — not 
for a continent-spanning na- 
tion of 330 million, a nation 
built through successive waves 
of immigration. The migrants 
have severely taxed and at 
times overwhelmed the sys- 
tems at the border that must 
process and adjudicate their 
claims for refuge, but this is a 
simple matter of resources.

How else can any- 
one characterize the notion — 
now under active consider- 
ation, according to the White 
House — of transporting mi- 
grants hundreds or thousands 
of miles, not out of necessity 
but simply so they can be re- 
leased in “sanctuary” cities and 
the districts of Trump’s politi- 
cal opponents? 

That last Bond-villain idea 
apparently is the brainchild of 
White House adviser Stephen 
Miller, who seems to be the 
closest thing Trump has to an 
operational chief of staff — 
someone who shares his vision, 
however warped, and will 
move heaven and earth to bring 
it to life. 

Miller’s history as an anti- 
immigration zealot goes back 
to his time as an aide to then- 
Sen. Jeff Sessions, of Alabama, 
who became Trump’s first 
attorney general. It is no exag- 
geration to say that Sessions, 
both in the Senate and in the 
Cabinet, was obsessed with 
reducing immigration, legal as 


well as illegal. Sessions is gone 
from the administration, but 
Miller remains, and clearly he 
has Trump’s ear. 

Trump claims that the coun- 
tries from which asylum-seek- 
ers and economic migrants are 
fleeing are not sending “their 
best” people, and says entry 


about the black and brown 
immigrants who are changing 
the city’s complexion. 

Does Trump seek political 
gain by stoking white Ameri- 
cans’ fears of the “browning” of 
America due to Latino immi- 
gration? Absolutely. But if his 
racism were purely situational 


should be based on “merit,” not 
on family connections. That 
would be a complete departure 
from the immigration policies 
that allowed Trump’s and 
Miller’s forebears to come to 
this country, but it sounds 
debatable — until you take into 
account Trump’s other re- 
marks.

He might at least feign com- 
passion for men, women and 
children who risk their lives to 
flee deadly violence at home. 
Instead, Trump cut off foreign 
aid to Guatemala, Honduras 
and E] Salvador, the countries 
from which most of the asy- 
lum-seekers are coming. He 
does not comfort or embrace. 
He seeks only to punish. 

The real crisis is that we 
have a president who wants to 
put up a “No Vacancies” sign 
for nonwhite immigrants — 


used to go to Paris all the time 
but doesn’t anymore because 
“Paris is no longer Paris.” 
Trump isn’t talking about 
gridlocked traffic on the Boule- 
vard Peripherique. He’s talking 


just like the “No Coloreds” 
signs I used to see in the Jim 
Crow South.

Who will win in 2020? Both parties seem determined to lose.

The Democrats’ presidential 
aspirants seem determined to 
prove that their party’s 2016 
achievement — the election of the 
current president — was not a 
fluke that cannot be repeated. But 
the Republican Party, whose last 
remaining raison d'etre is to frus- 
trate Democrats, seems to be 
thinking: We are determined to 
lose the 2020 election in order to 
foil Democrats’ attempts to lose it. 

The Democratic aspirants 
radiate unseriousness about 
things they speak about with 
notable solemnity. By their words 
of endorsement, many of them 
said that the Green New Deal is a 
matter of life and death — for the 
planet, no less. But their actions — 
zero Senate votes for the GND — 
say something else. 

Among reasons these aspirants 
give for promising to abolish the 
Electoral College is one reason 
that virtually guarantees that it 
will not be abolished: Because 
each state gets two electoral votes 
for its senators, the system advan- 
tages the least-populous states. 
Opposition by 13 states will extin- 
guish any constitutional amend- 


ment. If the legislatures of any of 
the 13 least-populous states (Wy- 
oming, Vermont, Alaska, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Delaware, 
Rhode Island, Montana, Maine, 
New Hampshire, Hawaii, Idaho, 
West Virginia) fail to oppose an 
amendment abolishing the elec- 
toral-vote system, other legisla- 
tures — those of, for example, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Arkansas, 
Utah, Mississippi — probably will 
ensure defeat. 

Competition in the Democrats’ 
frivolity sweepstakes is intense. 
Beto O’Rourke contemplates 
amending the Constitution “to 
show that corporations are not 
people.” 

Conceivably, he has not 
thought through why corporate 
personhood has been in Anglo- 
American law for centuries: For- 
profit and nonprofit (including 
almost all progressive advocacy 
groups) corporations are ac- 
corded rights as “artificial per- 
sons” (William Blackstone’s 
phrase) to enable them to have 
lives, identities and missions that 
span generations and produce a 
robust civil society of freely coop- 
erating citizens. 

Donald Trump must secretly 


admire Massachusetts Sen. Eliza- 
beth Warren’s thoroughly 
Trumpian proposal — made 
where pandering is perfected: 
Iowa — to ban foreigners from 
buying U.S. farmland. Lest diabol- 
ical foreigners take our loam 
home? No, Warren says foreign- 
ers threaten “food security,” 
hence “national security” too. 
Warren and Trump — he who 
sees a national security threat 
from imported Audis — are to- 
gether at last. 

“T wore my Planned Parent- 
hood pink!” exclaimed Minnesota 
Sen. Amy Klobuchar at a recent 
Washington cattle call for Demo- 
cratic candidates. She, who is 
supposed to represent the sen- 
sibility of flyover country in her 
disproportionately coastal party, 
told the conclave that a “major 
priority” for her, one that she 
would emphasize in her presi- 
dency’s first 100 days, is statehood 
for the District of Columbia, a 
peculiar promise to facilitate 
retaking Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Pennsylvania. 

Julian Castro — former mayor 
of San Antonio, former secretary 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment — said that when he is 


the 46th president he will favor 
making Congress subject to the 
Freedom of Information Act. This 
is perhaps a good goal but not 
uppermost in the electorate’s 
mind. 

The Financial Times notes that 
in 2018, exit polls showed that a 
plurality of voters — 41 percent — 
ranked health care as their fore- 
most concern. That was the year 
when it became obligatory for all 
candidates to promise that health 
insurance shall not be denied 
because of a person’s pre-existing 
health problems. But Trump 
(“Nobody knew health care could 
be so complicated”) evidently is 
going to seek reelection saying: 
Trust me, there will be “a really 
great” Republican health care 
plan — after the election, and 
after my administration has con- 
vinced a court to overturn the 
entire Affordable Care Act (in- 
cluding guaranteed insurance 
coverage for those with pre- 
existing conditions), which now 
enjoys the support of a narrow 
majority. 

Voters might wonder why the 
coming health plan’s greatness 
will not be unveiled as an election 
asset. And voters might remem- 


ber that in 1968 Richard Nixon 
said: Trust me, I have a plan to 
end the Vietnam War. When, 
seven years later, in April 1975, the 
last helicopter lifted off the roof of 
the besieged U.S. Embassy in 
Saigon, more than 21,000 Ameri- 
cans had died in combat since 
Nixon’s inauguration — approxi- 
mately 37 percent of those killed 
in the war since the early 1960s. 

The eventual Democratic 
nominee is probably among the 
many already running. So the 
party, with its mosaic of factions 
to placate (affluent progressives, 
faculty club socialists, suburban 
women, African-Americans, 
Hispanics, climate worriers, 
identity-politics warriors, etc.) 
and its aversion to winner-take- 
all primaries, should remember 
1972 or 1984. Its nominees, 
George McGovern and Walter 
Mondale, won 25 percent and 38 
percent, respectively, of the nomi- 
nating electorate’s votes. In the 
two general elections, they lost 98 
states.

Artis to be his director of basketball 
operations at Incarnate Word. 
Cunningham is the head coach of 
the Division I school in San Anto- 
nio. 

Artis, who spent 13 years as an 
assistant at Calumet College, 
couldn’t be happier to be reunited 
with his longtime buddy. 

Artis, a 1992 Andrean graduate, 
jumped at the chance to move to 
San Antonio to help Cunningham 
try to build the Cardinals’ program. 
Incarnate Word finished 6-25 in 
Cunningham’s first season. 

“When it became available, I 
thought this might be my last 


chance to get to the 
Division I level as a 
coach” Artis said. “It 
takes a little luck to break 
in and sometimes it’s 
about who you know. 

“T just had to take this 
or ’dbe kicking myselfin 
the butt down the road. I 
didn’t want to leave any 
regrets on the table. I 
can’t wait to get out there and get 
started.” 

The two had similar experiences 
playing basketball post-Andrean. 

Artis played at Eastern Washing- 
ton for two seasons before transfer- 
ring to Valparaiso University. He 
averaged 11.3 points in 1996-97, 
which was his final season at VU. 

Cunningham, a 1996 Andrean 
graduate, played at Oregon State 
for a season after graduating from 
Andrean in 1996. He transferred to 
Purdue and finished in 2001. Cun- 
ningham had a pro stint with the 
Gary Steelheads and Artis played 
overseas for four seasons. 

Cunningham returned to coach 
at Andrean and Artis coached at 
Calumet and at Midwest Elite Prep 
Basketball, which morphed into 
Don Bosco Institute. 

Artis said he left Eastern Wash- 
ington because “we were losing. I

figured it’d be better to 
lose close to home” 

Cunningham said Artis 
is someone to whom he is 
connected and whom he 
admires. Cunningham 
coached at NAIA Carroll 
College in Montana for 
five seasons before going 
to Incarnate Word. 

“We’ve always kept in 
touch,” Cunningham said. “When I 
was at Carroll, I picked his brain 
about the NAIA. I’ve always re- 
spected his approach. He’s basket- 
ball savvy and he’ll have a lot of 
different roles here. He'll be great 
at it.” 

Artis said he plans to finish the 
school year as a elementary school 
physical education teacher in 
Hammond. He then intends to 
move to San Antonio with his 
daughters Gabriella and Olivia and 
his wife Melinda by July 1. 

“T’ll be the low man on the totem 
pole” Artis said of his new job. 
“This is something I’ve been trying 
to do for a while. ’'m happy I got 
my foot in the door and Ill forever 
be grateful that Carson gave me a 
chance.”

Longtime D-I 
assistant hired 
as head coach

With 13 seasons as a Divi- 
sion I assistant coach, Court- 
ney Locke has been ready to 
run her own program. 

But she also could afford to 
be discerning. 

Locke decided to make the 
move with Purdue Northwest, 
which announced her hiring 
last week. 

“I wanted it to be the right 
position, the right school,” 
Locke said. “I didn’t want to 
take any job just to take it. 

“With our location, facilities 
and leadership we have in 
place, it’s a great opportunity. 
You have to be able to recruit, 
and being in basketball coun- 
try, we can get the right kids in 
here.” 

Locke also played at Rut- 
gers for iconic coach C. Vivian 
Stringer. She made the NCAA 
Tournament in each of her 
four seasons, including reach- 
ing the Elite Eight in 2005 and 
Sweet 16 as a senior in 2006. 

“It’s a responsibility to lead 
these young women and invest 
in them and help them the way 
she did for me,” Locke said of 
Stringer. 

In addition to playing in 
four NCAA tournaments, 
Locke also coached in four. 

She takes over at Purdue 
Northwest after two seasons 
as an assistant and recruiting 
coordinator at Hawaii. She 
also spent three seasons at 
Lipscomb. 

She had two stints covering 
five seasons at Central Florida, 
from 2008 to 2011 and 2012 to 
2014, with the team making 
the NCAA Tournament in 
2009 and 2011. In between, 
UC Santa Barbara reached the 
NCAA Tournament in 2011-12. 

The Texas native began her 
coaching career with two sea- 
sons at Texas San Antonio 
from 2006 to 2008, with the 
program qualifying for the 
NCAA Tournament in 2008 
for the first time. 

“Tt’s always been about the 
people,” Locke said. “I’ve 
worked for some great head 
coaches who have helped me 
get to this point, and ’m 
thankful. The people at PNW 
are great, and I’m looking 
forward to joining that family.” 

Locke also thanked Purdue 
Northwest athletic director 
Rick Costello and chancellor 
Thomas Keon. 

Costello was chief financial 
office for intercollegiate ath- 
letics at Rutgers from 2008 to 
2011. Locke said she “con- 
nected” with Costello, who 
said it “resonated” Locke 
played for a premier program. 
Keon also was dean of the 
college of business adminis- 
tration at Central Florida from 
1997 to 2011, coinciding with 
part of Locke’s time.

enthusiasm and experience,” 
Costello said of Locke. “She 
has a championship pedigree 
as a player for a Hall of Fame 
coach and just a fantastic 
background as a coach. 

“She understands what 
these student-athletes go 
through. I just was impressed 
by her overall background and 
her vision for the future.” 

Locke succeeds Tom 
Megyesi, whose 12-season 
tenure ended in March. The 
Pride enjoyed NAIA success 
under Megyesi, a 2015 Indiana 
Basketball Hall of Fame in- 
ductee who led Lake Central 
to the 1994 state champi- 
onship, but went 7-44 in two 
Division II seasons. That 
record included going 4-36 in 
the Great Lakes Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Conference. 

Locke, who still is in 
Hawaii, is scheduled to offi- 
cially begin April 22.

Nagy and company know what’s possible 


As offseason program 
gets rolling, team goals 
will be set high again

As the Bears began the 2019 
season Monday by reporting to 
Halas Hall to start their voluntary 
offseason program, coach Matt 
Nagy expected one major differ- 
ence from last year’s first day: 
belief. 

When Nagy addressed his team 
for the first time as coach on April 
3, 2018, he had the Bears’ only 
Super Bow] trophy at the front of 
the room to symbolize their goal. 
But Nagy, understandably, sensed 
some doubt among a group of 
players coming off a 5-11 season 
and only 14 wins over the previous 
three. 

Now? 

“Every one of those guys in that 
building is going to believe it,’ 
Nagy said in late March. 


That’s what going 12-4 with an 
NFC North championship will do. 

“But it doesn’t just happen by 
walking on the field” Nagy contin- 
ued. “So we’ve got to work hard in 
practice. We’ve got to get better in 
OTAs. We’ve got to get better in 
training camp.” 

That will be Nagy’s message to 
his players this year. The ultimate 
goal is attainable, but the journey 
is incremental. Balancing that 
pursuit is the Bears’ challenge this 
offseason. 

“If we’re worried about going 
13-3 or this or that — you can set 
goals and shoot for it, but you 
better take it week by week,” Nagy 
said. “I thought as a team last year, 
that was our best thing that we did 
as a team, coaches and players: We 
never looked ahead. We didn’t 
care who we were playing. We 
always took it one week at a time. 
So we’ve got to transfer that to this 
year.” 

Nagy is confident the Bears will 
sustain that momentum. For start- 
ers, they returned to new digs, a 


renovated and expanded Halas 
Hall weight room and _ locker 
room. The weight room was 
expanded by 2,000 square feet. 

Nagy will lead an offense that 
returns 10 first-stringers with only 
traded running back Jordan How- 
ard gone. The group’s familiarity 
with Nagy’s system, beginning 
with quarterback Mitch Trubisky, 
drives Nagy’s high expectations. 

“They should be able to play 
faster this year because they know 
where they’re going,” he said. 

Defensively, new coordinator 
Chuck Pagano can begin working 
with players on the transition 
from Vic Fangio’s system. 

“He’s passionate, and you feel 
it,’ Nagy said. “Now it’s going to be 
his job — and it’s going to be easy 
— to have that defense feel that. 
And then the X’s and O’s part, 
that’s not as hard as you (report- 
ers) think. For these (players), 
once they come in and feel it and 
see what he’s all about, they’re 
going to trust what he’s doing.” 

The Bears had an excellent 


participation rate in the voluntary 
offseason program last year and 
many years prior. It’s not uncom- 
mon, though, for successful, star- 
studded teams to have absences 
with players choosing to work out 
on their own. 

Nagy said he expects full partic- 
ipation this year, from Khalil 
Mack on down the roster. That 
will have to be measured over the 
coming nine weeks. 

The first two weeks of the 
program (Phase 1) are limited to 
strength and conditioning and 
physical rehabilitation activities. 
Only strength and conditioning 
coaches may join players on the 
field, but position coaches can 
hold classroom meetings. 

During the middle three weeks 
(Phase 2), on-field workouts may 
include individual player instruc- 
tion and drills. Live contact or 
team offense versus team defense 
drills are prohibited. 

In the final three weeks of the 
voluntary portion (Phase 3), teams 
may conduct a total of 10 days of

organized team practice activity, 
or OTAs. Live contact is prohib- 
ited, but seven-on-seven, nine-on- 
seven and 11-on-11 drills are al- 
lowed. 

A mandatory minicamp June 
10-13 concludes the offseason pro- 
gram.

Summer 
of Tiger? 


Woods has great track record 
at courses hosting PGA, Open

The question facing Tiger Woods upon 
his return from a two-year injury hiatus in 
2018 was not when he would win another 
major title but if he would add to his 
stockpile of Grand Slam victories, a total 
that had been stalled at 14 since 2008. 

Now that Woods has answered that 
question with his win Sunday at the 
Masters, we might have to switch up our 
query again; namely, whether Woods is 
finished winning majors at age 43 or 
whether he has a few more left in him. 
Considering he has finished no worse than 
a tie for sixth in the last three Grand Slam 
events, it’s a valid question. 

And not only that, but the next two 
majors on the calendar will be held at 
courses Woods has completely shredded in 
the past. Yes, those titles came years ago 
when he was at his absolute peak, but the 
schedule could be shaping up nicely for a 
Summer of Tiger, nonetheless. Remember, 
he now needs three more major titles to 
equal Jack Nicklaus, who holds the record 
with 18. 

Here’s a quick look ahead. 


PGA Championship, Bethpage Black, 
May 16-19 

The PGA Tour’s schedule-tinkering 
means we only have to wait a month before 
Woods is back on the course at a major, and 
it’s a course at which he has thrived. Woods 
led wire-to-wire at the 2002 U.S. Open at 
Bethpage Black and was the only golfer to 
finish the tournament under par at the 
public course on Long Island. He also won 
the Masters that year. Hmmmm. 

The U.S. Open returned to Bethpage 
Black in 2009 and Woods, the defending 
tournament champion that year, was able to 
salvage a tie for sixth even though he was 15 
strokes off the pace at one point on Sunday. 
Woods eventually finished four strokes 
behind champion Lucas Glover. The tour- 
nament was marred by persistent rain that 
changed the composition of the notoriously 
difficult course, making the greens much 
less diabolical than they usually are. 

“The USGA has gotten the short end of 
the stick on the weather both times we’ve 
been here” Woods said after the 2009 
tournament. “It rained in 2002 too. We have 
yet to play it hard and fast in either of the 
years it’s been here. This is a great golf 
course, but we haven’t seen what it’s 
supposed to be. 
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What can Tiger Woods do for an encore after his Masters victory Sunday? The next two 
major tournaments will be played at courses at which he has thrived. 


“I was hitting a lot of 3-irons this week 
into the green and they were holding within 
10 feet. Usually in some Opens, you can hit 
sand wedge and it might not hold.” 


U.S. Open, Pebble Beach, June 13-16 

Two years before dominating the field at 
Bethpage Black, Woods absolutely atom- 
ized the competition at the famed seaside 
course in California, winning the 2000 U.S. 
Open by 15 strokes (a record for a major 
championship), finishing as the only golfer 
below par and becoming the first U.S. Open 
champion to end up double digits under 
par. 

It actually was Woods’ second win at 
Pebble Beach that year: At February’s 
Pebble Beach Pro-Am, he trailed by seven 
strokes with seven holes to play yet won 
with a final-round 64. 

The U.S. Open returned to Pebble Beach 
in 2010, and Woods shot himself into 
contention with a third-round 66. But a 
final-round 75 doomed his chances and he 
finished tied with Phil Mickelson for 
fourth, three strokes behind winner 
Graeme McDowell. 

“The golf course has always had a special 
place in my heart,’ Woods said after 
winning the 2000 U.S. Open. “One, for its 
pristine beauty and another (for) its mys- 
tique ... the (dramatic) finishes that we’ve 
had in tournaments over the years on this 
golf course. ... I’ve always absolutely loved 
playing here, from the time I was 13. And I'll 
always continue to love it.” 


British Open, Royal Portrush, July 18-21 
Woods and many others in the field won’t 
have much experience, if any, at the site of 


the year’s final major. Royal Portrush in 
Northern Ireland last hosted the British 
Open in 1951 (it did host the 2012 Irish 
Open, with a number of current pros 
competing). But it’s not like Woods hasn’t 
conquered a links course before: He has 
hoisted the claret jug three times, twice at 
St. Andrews (his 2000 title there was by 
eight strokes, the biggest margin of victory 
at the British Open since 1913) and once at 
Royal Liverpool. 

“It’s my favorite type of golf to play,’ he 
said of links golf before last year’s tourna- 
ment at Carnoustie (he finished tied for 
sixth). “I love playing here, this type of links 
golf... because it is creative. We’re not going 
to get the most perfect bounces. And I think 
that’s the fun challenge of it.” 


What about 2020? 

After Woods defends his title at next 
year’s Masters, the next major on the 2020 
PGA Tour calendar will be the PGA 
Championship at TPC Harding Park in San 
Francisco. Woods won a WGC event there 
in 2005, beating John Daly in a playoff and 
went 5-0 in match play there during the 
2009 Presidents Cup. 

Next year’s U.S. Open is at Winged Foot 
in suburban New York City, a course at 
which Woods has found less success: He 
missed the cut at the 2006 U.S. Open and 
finished tied for 29th at the 1997 PGA 
Championship. 

Finally, the 2020 British Open will be at 
Royal St. George’s in southeastern England. 
Woods tied for fourth in his lone British 
Open appearance there in 2003 (he missed 
the 2011 tournament because of a knee 
injury).

TV ratings 
hit unlike 
any other

Midday at the Masters was a hit with 
TV viewers Sunday, leaving one to 
wonder what kind of audience Tiger 
Woods’ resurrection would have drawn 
had weather not forced the final-round 
telecast to start at breakfast rather than 
after lunch. 

Nationally, CBS’s overnight Masters 
ratings in the nation’s largest markets 
averaged a 7.7 household rating — or 7.7 
percent of the TV households in the 
metered markets — for Woods’ first 
victory in a major in 11 years and first 
triumph at Augusta National since 2005. 

That’s the highest overnight rating for 
a morning golf telecast since metered 
ratings were introduced 34 years ago, the 
network said. 

It also was the highest-rated golf 
telecast since last year’s Masters, peak- 
ing with a 12.1 rating among the metered 
markets in the 1:15-1:30 p.m. quarter- 
hour. 

In Chicago, the 8 am.-2 p.m. live 
telecast on CBS-2 averaged a 79 house- 
hold rating. 

The local audience peaked between 
1:15 and 1:30, when 12.7 percent of the 
Chicago market’s TV homes — or almost 
413,000 households — tuned in. 

That’s a bump from last year’s Mas- 
ters coverage, which began at 1 p.m. and 
averaged a 70 household rating on 
CBS-2, peaking at 10.0. 

One local industry observer, who 
requested anonymity for lack of authori- 
zation to discuss these numbers, said if 
the weather had not forced reschedul- 
ing, the average rating for Woods’ victory 
likely would have been as high as 12.0, 
peaking with at least 20 percent of the 
market’s TV homes. 

Nationally, a repeat of the earlier 
presentation beginning at 2 p.m. aver- 
aged a 34 household rating in the 
metered markets. 

CBS said that made the rerun the 
third-highest-rated golf broadcast on 
any network this year. Only Saturday’s 
third-round Masters coverage and Sun- 
day’s original run of final-round cov- 
erage fared better. 

Combined, the two Sunday showings 
of the Masters averaged 11.1 percent of 
the TV households in the nation’s 
metered markets.
